Thank you very much for bring this detail to my attention. I was not aware that the Olive 
Fruitless tree has been a concern for your community. I will review this concern with our 
Landscape Architect colleagues with our Bureau of Street Services. Let me address this matter 
know to see how we can make the necessary modification on our project. I looked at the 
design plans and they are showing to have two Olive Fruitless tress planted per each median 
island, except for the median island near La Mirada Ave only has one Olive Fruitless tress to 
be planted. Does the EHBID have a replacement tree for the Olive Fruitless tree that has been 
found to be suitable for your community needs? If so, I would like to share this information 
with our Landscape Architect colleagues to assist them in their search for a replacement tree. I 
will keep you posted on the details of this matter, please do not hesitate to reach out to me if 
you have any other questions.

I believe this is the first time I've seen the landscape plan. 

Does the EHBID board still have the time to review the landscape species list and make change 
recommendations without delaying the median construction?
